or against merging or affiliating the SER project with 
another project; and other specific directions given the 
delegates after the subject has been discussed at a re- 
gularly scheduled Chapter meeting. . 


One of the delegates elected shall be selected by 


a vote of the delegates to represent our delegation and 


present a report’ at the monthly Chapter meetings of San 
Jose GI Forum. 


_ Regular attendance at San Jose Chapter meetings shall 
be one of the requirements for representing the Chapter on 
the board of SER or any other project where a member is 
representing San Jose GI Forum. ;
